Ford Pushes Economic 
Summit Conference 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford, his cabinet and key economic 
aides 
are 
beginning 
to 
lay 
the 
groundwork 
for 
a 
forthcoming 
Econom ic Summit Conference to 
battle inflation. 
The President, launching a busy 
third week in office, also announced he 
will hold his first news conference 
Wednesday. 
It will be a full-scale televised 
session, with questioning expected to 
give him a chance to discuss what his 
new administration will do about the 
growing inflation in the nation. 
Getting down to details on the 
economic conference, which is to be 
held in late 
September or early 
October, Ford planned to tell his 
cabinet and aides today the roles he 
expects them and others to play in the 
economic think-tank sessions. 


Before meeting with the cabinet, 
Ford called in economic counselor 
Kenneth Rush and his newly named 
conference executive director William 
Seidman, an accountant and Ford’s 
longtime friend from Grand Rapids, 
Mich. 
Aides said that the President also 
will have talks later in the week with 
academ ic, 
labor 
and 
business 
represen tatives 
and 
outside 
economists on preliminary phases of 
the summit conference. 
Ford has said emphatically that he 
does not plan a return to mandatory 
wage and price controls. Instead, he is 
counting on a new Council on Wage and 
Price Stability to keep an eye on both 
management and labor and spotlight 
excessive increases in either prices or 
wages. 
He signed a bill Saturday setting up 


the new council, which he had called on 
Congress to enact. 
He got support for his anticontrols 
stand Sunday from three leading 
businessmen, but a bit of unfavorable 
comment about the new council from a 
form er 
economist 
for 
form er 
President Richard M. Nixon. 


The three against re-imposition of 
controls were Arthur M. Wood, board 
chairman and chief executive officers 
of Sears, Roebuck & Co.; O. Pendleton 
Thomas, president and chief executive 
officer of the B. F. Goodrich Co., and 
Frank R. Milliken, president of 
Kennicott Copper Corp. 


Appearing on ABC’s Issues and 
Answers, the three agreed that the 
country is not heading into a serious 
recession. “ It’s a slow-down,” Milliken 
said. 


Wood predicted “ inflation will taper 
off toward the end of the year.” 
C. Jackson Grayson, who headed the 
Federal Price Commission under 
Nixon, said he approves of Ford’s 
calling of an economic summit or of 
the new President's plans to cut the 
federal budget. 


He said the new monitoring agency 
might have some influence over wages 
and prices, but “ I am not for the 
jawboning that is in this monitoring 
agency. I think that sort of threat to the 
American economy will actually in 
some cases increase prices rather than 
decreasing them.” 


Taking a day off from the office 
Sunday, the President went to church, 
played 18 holes of golf and relaxed at a 
party with members of the press who 
traveled with him as vice president.

PORT ROBINSON, Ont. (AP) - 
Officials say the St. lawrence Seaway 
may be blocked for two weeks while 
the wreckage of a bridge is cleared 
from the Welland Canal. Passage of 
more than 150 ships through the 
waterway may be delayed. 


The American freighter Steelton 
rammed the bridge five miles north of 
Welland, Ont., early Sunday. The 120- 
foot-high structure and one of its two 
300-ton counterweights plunged into 
the canal which connects Lake Erie 
and Lake Ontario. 


The ether weight smashed into a 
roadway, sending tremors through 
surrounding homes. The 
bridge 
master was injured and a member of 
the Steelton’s crew suffered shock. 
A seaway spokesman said it was the 
worst accident in the 43-year history of 
the canal. He said it might take two 
weeks to clear the wreckage from the 
192-foot-wide channel. 
The only other water route between 
the lakes is a branch of the Erie Barge 
Canal. But it can only handle small 
pleasure craft and barges towed or 
pushed by trucks. 
Malcolm Campbell, director of the 
St. Law rence Seaw ay’s western 
region, said normally about 24 ships a 
day pass through the Welland Canal in 
the summer. Traffic has been halved 
in the past month by a strike of ship 
engineers and deck officers. 
He said most of the recent users 
have been American or ocean-going 
ships and Canadian tankers. 
The Steelton, which is owned by 
Bethlehem Steel, Corp., was en route 
from Buffalo to Contrecoeur, Que., to 
take on a load of ore. Damage to the 
freighter was estimated at about $1 
million.

Cypriot Leaders Together 
Under Auspices O f U.N.

munities together today for the first 
tune since the collapse of the Geneva 
peace conference. 


Cyprus President Glafcos derides, a 
Greek Cypriots, and Raouf Denktash, 
leader of the Turkish Cypriots, met 
briefly with Waldheim at the U.N. 
peace force camp on the dividing line 
between the Greek and Turkish sectors 
of Nicosia. 


Waldheim, who later was to fly to 
Ankara for talks with Turkish leaders, 
said the meeting between derides and 
Denktash lasted 20 minutes and dealt 
only with “ humanitarian problems.” 
He said both men had agreed to hold 
future meetings on a weekly basis and 
that he hoped that the face-to-face 
talks “ will contribute to finding a 
political solution to the Cyprus prob­ 
lem.” 
Earlier Waldheim met separately 
with both derides and Denktash. 
Waldheim said he and the Greek 
Cypriot president “ discussed the 
possibilities 
for 
the 
future, 
... 
humanitarian questions, the political 
future of the island and the question of 
resuming the negotiations for a set­ 


tlement of the problem.” 
They also discussed the 
Soviet 
proposal for an international con­ 
ference under U. N. auspices to seek a 
solution to the Cyprus problem , 
Waldheim reported. 
“ Consultations are under way in 
New York,” the secretary-general 
said, “ but the convening of such a 
conference will also depend very much 
on the attitude of the parties directly 
involved: 
Turkey, Greece and of 
course the government of Cyprus.” 
Greece and the Greek Cypriots have 
accepted the Soviet proposals with 
reservations, but Turkey and the 
Turkish 
Cypriots 
have 
not 
yet 
responded. 
Waldheim arrived in Nicosia Sunday 
night after consultations with mem­ 
bers of the Greek government in 
Athens. He was to go from Cyprus to 
Ankara to meet with Turkish leaders. 
Two members of the Turkish cabinet 
visited Cyprus during the weekend and 
indicated that their government is 
making plans to rebuild and develop 
the economy of northern Cyprus for 
the benefit of the Turkish Cypriots. 
With the 120,000 Turkish Cypriots 
outnumbered more than four to one by 
the 515,000 Greek Cypriots, the Turkish 
government has been urging mainland 
Turks to emigrate to Cyprus and to 
invest in the island.

Rockefeller accepted the .summons 
to an office he has often scorned in 15 
years of seeking the presidency. 
The man who once said “ I ’m not 
stand-by equipment’’ now pronounces 
himself a loyal trouper under the Ford 


flag, wanting to serve the country.

Brazilian Indians Battling 
Against Civilizing Process

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (AP) 
In a scenario reminiscent of the 
American West, bands of primitive 
Amazon Indians are fighting to keep 
their jungles free of modern ex­ 
ploitation. 
The Brazilian government has long 
been eager to push development of the 
Amazon Basin but has found the going 
slow and troublesome, partially be­ 
cause of native resistance. 
President Ernesto Geisel issued an 
order on Friday restricting access to 
an area occupied by the Waimiri and 
Atroari tribes in northern Amazonas 
state, where a road is being cut 
through the jungle between Manaus 
and Caracari. 
The government in recent years has 
laced the Amazon Basin with a number 
of roadbuilding projects, which the 
government hopes will 
encourage 
business, industry and agriculture to 
develop the region. 
In recommending Geisel’s order, 
Interior Minister Rangel Reis told the 
president the two tribes “ offer serious 
resistance to pacification.” He warned 
of an “ ever-present danger of new 
clashes” between the Indians and 
road-building crews and travelers. 
Despite the deaths of three Indian 
agents last January, Reis said agents 
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will continue to try to establish 
friendly relations with the Waimiri and 
Atroari. 
The Waimiri and Atroari aren’t the 
only Indians giving the government’s 
modern-day frontiersmen trouble. 
An Indian agent was killed and 
another seriously wounded a week ago 
near the border w ith Peru in an attack 
by Marubo Indians as they tried to 
make friendly contact with the tribe. 
The attack was near the route of 
another road being built through the 
jungle. 
In the state of Goias, the government 
is continuing an effort toward friendly 
contacts with the Ava-Canoeira 
Indians, and after two years it issued 
an announcement this week saying: 
“ Pacification of the Ava-Canoeiros is 
near.” 
Air Crew

Said Dead 


CHARLESTON, S. C. (A P)— The 
Air Force officially declared dead 
Sunday night the seven crewmen 
aboard a C141 transport plane which 
crashed into a mountain peak near I>a 
Paz, Bolivia, Aug. 18. 


A spokesman for the 437th Military 
Airlift Wing said said the decision was 
based on “ all available facts,” in­ 
cluding aerial photographs of the 
crash site. He said ground crews have 
riot been able to reach the scene to 
recover the bodies. 


“ The aircraft wreckage at 19,(MIO feet 
on Mt. Potosi has been positively 
identified from photographs taken 
Aug. 24 as being a U. S. Air Force 
C H I,” the announcement said. 


“ Recent photographic evidence 
indicates the aircraft flew directly into 
the side of tin* mountain. The impact 
was against the face of a glacier. A 
majority of the wreckage was driven 
into the ice and has subsequently been 
covered by ice dislodged by the im­ 
pact.’’ 


The announcement added: 
“ Close 
visual 
scrutiny 
and 
photographs from helicopters of the 
site on Aug. 24 revealed no indication 
of survivors. In addition, exposure of 
one week to frigid temperatures, lack 
of shelter and rarity of the atmos­ 
phere, removes all hope of life.”

Speaking Of Your Health 


by letter I. Coleman, M D. 


Failure to be properly immunized 
against disease and failure to maintain 
immunization are rapidly becoming 
threats to the health of the American 
people. 
Federal, state and local health 
agencies are becoming increasingly 
concerned about this problem. 
Children between the ages of one and 
four 
are 
vaccinated 
against 
diphtheria, whooping cough, smallpox, 
mumps, tetanus, polio, measles and 
other communicable diseases. These 
diseases are particularly dangerous to 
those who are inadequately protected. 
When reports are issued about the 
decline of serious infectious diseases a 
sense of complacency becomes ap­ 
parent. This false sense of security is 
fraught with danger. 
The Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta has issued a warning that “ all 
levels of immunization are sub­ 
stantially lower than what public 
health workers would consider ideal. 
Furthermore, the trend seems to 
continue downward.” 
Health of the community depends on 
adequate immunization. When there is 
less than 85 per cent immunization in 
any area the risk of an epidemic 
becomes greater. 
Proper immunization, therefore, is 
an individual, a family, and a com­ 


munity project. Each person owes it to 
himself and to the people around him 
to be properly vaccinated against 
disease to prevent its spread. 
There are many who have forgotten 
the panic that raged through a com­ 
munity 
when 
the 
first 
case 
of 
poliomyelitis was reported in the 
spring. The physical and emotional 
devastation that followed an epidemic 
of polio should be recalled. Only in this 
way can those who are careless about 
immunization be impressed with the 
need for proper vaccination. 
The scientific accomplishments that 
have virtually wiped out many in­ 
fectious diseases came at the end of 
many hard years of study and 
research. 
Now that vaccination is possible for 
so many diseases no one should be 
deprived of his birthright to health and 
freedom from the dangers of infectious 
diseases. 
It comes to many as a shocking 
surprise that measles and mumps, 
diseases so casually thought of, can be 
responsible for blindness, deafness 
and devastating neurological diseases 
in the unvaccinated child. 
If a child pays the penalty for neglect 
of vaccination, it is a shameful 
reflection on the people responsible for 
such negligence. 


Judge Or Doctor?

The dust is beginning to settle. We, 
the people, are beset by two groups of 
vindictives: (I) those who say “ Drop 
it. Forget it. He has suffered the 
ultimate degradation.” ; (2) others 
who say, “ He’s just plain old Richard 
Nixon now. Go get him. Indict him. Sue 
him. Throw him in jail.” 
A long way back I tossed a thought 
into a column—timidly, I admit—that 
there was a 
possibility that, as 
President, Richard Nixon was not a 
healthy man. I did not and do not think 
that he is psychotic, but I felt that his 
judgment, so important to the welfare 
of the U.S., was impaired. 
As the walls of his Presidency fell, 
shattering in the final days, the White 
House press corps stressed that Nixon 
was “ serene.” Senators Scott and 
Goldwater, after a final conference, 
depicted Nixon as almost jaunty, with 
his feet up on the desk. Others said he 
was “ remote—not in touch with 
reality.” 
If Nixon is to face future danger, 
either as an “ indicted co-conspirator” 
in Watergate, or as a reluctant 
government witness at the Ehrlich- 
man and Haldeman trails, he has but 
two choices: 
to plead the Fifth 
Amendment 
against 
self­ 
incrimination, or to admit to the truth 
of what he has said on tapes, which 
could be an admission of guilt. 
He cannot seek help from those in 
Congress who now commiserate with 
his plight, men who wept with him as 
they sharpened the axe to behead the 
President. Congress cannot intervene 
with the Department of Justice or the 
pending work of Special Prosecutor 
I^eon Jaworski. They can pass a 
“ Sense of the Congress” resolution 
that he be left in peace. That’s all. 
Nor can President Ford pardon a 
man for crimes he has not confessed 
to. There is a grim question in my 
mind whether Nixon is truly aware 
that the acts perpetrated in the White 
House were criminal in nature. He 
reminds me of a little boy who, having 
set fire to a closet while his mother is 
out shopping, slams the closet door, 
sure that the fire will go away. 
From January 20th, 1969, until now, 
he has been secretive, humorless, 
isolated, busy plotting against those he 
felt were plotting against him. Erie 
Sevareid said he hoped that someone 
would someday explain the two 
Nixons to him— the urbane, precise 
man 
on 
television 
versus 
the 
screaming, blaspheming, ashtray- 
tosser behind the scenes. 
Certainly, I cannot do it. Where in 
the world can anyone find a man 


engaged in obstruction of justice who, 
to make certain he will be exposed, 
bugs himself and forgets to burn the 
tapes? Who pledges full cooperation 
with congressional committees when, 
to 
do 
so, 
it 
amounts 
to 
self- 
mcrimination? 
Who in his right mind selects a man 
of the integrity of Archibald Cox and 
then fires him and sends an attorney 
general packing? Who indeed? 


What man, pledging to fight in­ 
flation, would admit on tape that he 
doesn’t 
want to hear about the 
devaluations of the British pound and 
Italian lira because they are “ com­ 
plex. I don’t understand it.” 


Years before my name appeared on 
the White House “ Enemies lust,” Mr. 
Nixon, as Vice President, regarded me 
as his friend. He confided in me, and I 
have not violated his confidence. 
However, even in those days, he was 
frank to admit that, “ Ifs Pat and me 
against the world. Nobody ever gave 
us anything. In the game plan, you 
take your enemies out or they’ll take 
you out.” 


In the end, it was General Alexander 
Haig and James St. Clair who led him 
gently, blubbering with tears, toward 
the gallows. He told us the reason he 
resigned was because he had lost his 
“ power base,” the votes in Congress. 
Subliminally, it was their fault. Not 
his. 


It was Haig who had that helicopter 
ready on the south lawn; it was Haig 
who drew up the summary timetable 
so that there was no time to change the 
Presidential mind. He was being 
pushed firmly by one who still admires 
Nixon. 


My opinion has no legal standing, but 
I say enough. One man wrote that 
when Nixon reached San Clemente, he 
shut the phone service off. He was like 
a kid who climbed into a little tree 
house and pulled the ladder up behind 
him. 


I am almost obsessed by this feeling 
that, inside Nixon, he still feels that he 
did nothing wrong in abusing the 
F.B.I., the C.I.A. and the I.R.S. They 
are Presidential weapons to be used 
against the “ enemy.” If his judgment 
in distinguishing between right and 
wrong is impaired, I suggest that a 
doctor is more pertinent at this stage 
than a judge . . .

W ASHINGTON (A P )- U .S . farm 
policy and the hopes of most producers 
in American agriculture have been 
directed for almost two years to one 
principal goal: stability. 
For the cattle industry, that has been 
especially true and especially im­ 
portant. 
Meat represents a third or more of 
the average food budget and beef is a 
bellwether industry that influences the 
entire food chain dramatically. 
I .ate this week, an analysis in the 
bimonthly situation report on U.S. 
livestock and meat indicates that 
stability may creep in — the weather

elections. Maybe. 
“ During the last 18 months, the 
cattle industry has been buffeted by 
consumer boycotts, a ban on (the 
chem ical fattener) D ES, various 
phases and stages of price controls, 
skyrocketing feed-grain and protein 
prices, double-digit inflation and 
m arginal growth in the general 
economy,” the report from the 
Economic Research Service reads. 
“ Prospects for the next year or two 
are potentially even more disruptive,”

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Adena, Sherman House Included In Tour O f Southcentral O hio 
Adena is a Hebrew word meaning 
“ given to places remarkable for the 
delightfulness of their situations.” 
Today, Ohio travelers can find a place 
of countless delights at Thomas 
Worthington’s Adena on Allen Ave. in 
Chillicothe. 
Worthington, Ohio’s sixth governor, 
began construction on the main house 
in 1806 and it was, by any standard of 
today or yesterday, a mansion. The 
large windows in every room overlook 
lush pasture lands, stately trees, a 
formal garden and a striking view of 
Mount I/)gan. It’s said that this van­ 
tage point inspired Worthington and 
several friends to create the Great 
Seal of Ohio, which bears the twin 
peaks of Mount Logan. 
The floors of the mansion are of solid 


ash and oak and blend into a rich 
woodwork hewn from native walnut. 
Many of the elegant furnishings in the 
home were carried to Ohio from the 
family home in Virginia, but still other 
pieces were fashioned by craftsmen at 
the estate. 
l o the south of the house are the 
beautiful formal gardens where 
hundreds of flowers blanket the ground 
in a rainbow of color and fill the air 
with their fragrances. 
Many of the estate’s outbuildings 
were located away from the main 
home, but the washhouse was joined to 
the mansion by 
an open porch, 
covering the water pump. Visitors at 
Adena today can see the stout benches, 
large kettles, lye and soft soap that 
were used by servants in washing the 


family’s clothing. Hams and bacon 
still hang from the beams rn the 
smokehouse nearby, just as they did 
when pork was a staple of the Wor­ 
thington’s diet. 
Tile springhouse was reconstructed 
only after recovering the foundation 
from 17 feet of dirt that had covered it 
after decades of soil erosion. Visitors 
can now see where the fresh milk was 
cooled and where butter and cheese 
making took place. 
The sturdy barn at Adena is built on 
two levels. The upper floor was used to 
thresh grain and stack hay and 
sheaves of wheat, while the lower level 
housed the stables. 
The tenant house, now a gift and 
information area, shows how com­ 
fortably even the Worthington’s ser­

vants lived at the estate. Visitors are 
still greeted by a fire in the open 
hearth, a welcome addition to the 
home, even on a warm day. 
The authentically costumed guides 
at Adena bring the restoration to life. 
They’re always ready to answer 
questions on the history of the estate or 
demonstrate the crafts that were 
performed there more than a century 
ago. 
A drive to I Lancaster, northeast of 
Adena, will bring you to the home of 
two other famous Ohioans: William 
Tecumseh Sherman, the Civil War 
General who led “ Sherman’s March to 
the Sea,” and his brother John, who 
became a Senator, Secretary of State 
and author of the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act. 
This simple frame home, at 137 Main 
St., was completely restored and 
furnished in 1968. Inside, interesting 
exhibits allow visitors a glimpse of the 
Shermans as men who led their nation 
and as small boys in a central Ohio 
town. 
Then, just 6 miles southwest of 


I Lancaster on County Road 273, visitors 
can get lost in the natural wilderness of 
Wahkeena, 150 acres of wooded land 
alive with native orchids, wild ferns 
and countless varieties of wildlife. To 
preserve this fragile area, advance 
permission must be obtained for group 
visits from the National History 
Department of the Ohio Historical 
Society in Columbus. 
Adena is open from April through 
October from 9:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m.

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Raw Steel Output 
Declines Sharply 


CI EVELAN D , Ohio (AF) - Kaw 
steel production during the week end­ 
ing Aug. 17 dropped to 2,676,000 net 
tons, the lowest mark since the last 
week of 1972, Industry Week magazine 
said today. 
However, it reported some recovery 
was made last week with an estimated 
output of 2,725,000 tons. 
When U.S. mills produced a record 
150.8 million net tons of raw steel last 
year, the lowest weekly output was the 
2.688,000 tons duringthe first week of 
January, the magazine said. 
“ Also, 
last 
year 
saw 
the 
es­ 
tablishment of record weekly high 
marks which have not been equaled 
this year,” it added. 
U.S. mills also shipped a record 111.4 
million net tons of raw steel last year. 
“ Mills had expected to produce 
about 148 million tons of raw steel this 
year and to ship 110 million to 111 
million tons of finished product,” 
Industry Week continued. “ But the 
plan has been thwarted by outages for 
repair of equipment that has been run 
hard for 18 months, summer vacations 
of steelworkers, hot weather and 
shortages of electricity and raw 
materials.” 
It added that steelmakers say 
demand for steel remains strong and is 
running far ahead of production 
capacity. 
“ There’s no indication of market 
weakness,” Industry Week said. 
“ Although most steel companies 
haven’t opened their order books for 
the full fourth quarter, they are in ef­ 
fect sold out for the rest of this year.” 
The fact that automakers have 
returned to the market more strongly 
than expected has compounded the 
tight steel supply situation, it added. 
“ Shipments to this market were off 
25.2 per cent in the first half of this 
year from a year ago,” Industry Week 
said. “ But it now appears that second 
half shipments to it will be down only

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Legislative Report

This week Governor Gilligan created 
by executive order a 25-member Task 
Force for Implementation of the Equal 
Rights Amendment. The 13-woman, 12- 
man group will work with the attorney 
general’s office to study existing state 
laws and suggest changes to bring 
them in line with the pending Equal 
Rights Amendment (ERA). 
The Task Force will operate for nine 
months 
with 
an 
organizational 
meeting set for September 13 at the 
Governor’s Mansion. Public hearings 
are expected to begin in October. 
Mrs. Mary Miller of Columbus, 
president of the Ohio Commission on 
the Status of Women, was appointed 
chairperson of the Task Force. She 
estimated that around 140 provisions of 
Ohio law may need to be changed if the 
Equal Rights Amendment is ratified. 
Die ERA prohibits discrimination 
based on sex. Presently, 33 states 
including Ohio have ratified the 
constitutional amendment. An ad­ 
ditional five are needed before it 
becomes law. 
Duties of the Task Force include: 
1) reviewing all state laws and 
regulations of departm ents and 
agencies; 
2) drafting new legislation to con­ 
form Ohio law to the Equal Rights 
Amendments; 
3) reviewing the need for a per­ 
manent commission on the Status of 
Women. 


G e o th e rm a l Energy Boom Seen 


Public hearings on proposed rules 
for campaign expense reporting began 
this week in the new State Office 
Tower in Columbus. 
The new campaign financing law 
enacted earlier this year by the 
Ceneral 
Assembly requires the 
Secretary of State to adopt rules for 
carrying out provisions of the law. 
One feature of the new law is to limit 
the amount that can be spent for each 
office beginning with the current 
November general election campaign. 
Based on limits in the new law, 
candidates for Governor and the U.S. 
Senate can spend $1,065,201 docents 
times the population of the state); 
other statewide candidates, $159,780 
(1-4 cents times the population of the 
state); Congressmen, $83,363 (18 cents 
times the population of their districts); 
state senators, $38,734 (12 cents times 
the population of their districts); and 
state representatives, $16,139 (15 cents 
times the population of their districts). 


Candidates will be required to file 
reports on contributions and ex­ 
penditures 12 days before the election 
and 45 days after the election. 
The new law requires candidates to 
identify anyone contributing more 
than $25.00. Office holders who receive 
contributions from employees must 
separately identify these contributions 
and file a statement that these were 
made voluntarily.

KLAMATH FALLS, Ore. (AP) - 
Klamath Basin, a rolling prairie in the 
shadow of the Cascade Mountains in 
southern Oregon, is the focus of a new 
American land rush. 
It has nothing to do with farming or 
precious minerals, but with hot water. 
Geologists believe this region sits 
atop one of the earth’s richest stores of 
geothermal 
energy; 
vast, 
sub­ 
terranean reservoirs of high-pressure 
steam and hot water capable of spin­ 
ning turbine generators, producing 
electricity, powering industry, easing 
the burden on dwindling fossil fuel 
supplies. 
“ More heat energy lies within one 
mile of the surface in southeastern 
Oregon than in all of America’s oil 
fields,” said Dick Bowen, economic 
geologist with the Oregon Department 
of Geology and Mineral Industries. “Of 
course, we can’t recover all of that. 
But even if we could tap l-1000th of it, it 
would be significant — something on 
the order of the North Slope of 
Alaska.” 
Early this year, after prodding from 
scientists, industry leaders and 
politicians, the U.S. Bureau of I^md 
Management began accepting ap­ 
plications for leases to explore for geo­ 
thermal energy on the vast tracts of 
federal land in its domain. 
The bureau was deluged. In the first 
four months of 1974, bureau regional 
offices in the Western states received 
3,508 geothermal lease applications, 
covering 7,768,776 acres. 
Applications came from many of the 
large oil companies — Mobil, Gulf, 
Chevron, Phillips, Sun — and dozens of 
smaller ones. 
Geothermal energy is nothing new in 
these parts. A hundred years ago the 
Klamath Indians were using hot 
surface springs to cook their food and 
soothe arthritic limbs. 
In the early 1920s, crude wells were 
dug and subsurface hot water was 
tapped for home heating. 
Today, geothermal wells in this town 
of 16,000 provide clean, and almost

Falls, was spending $94,000 a year for 
heating oil. Today, on a new, larger 
campus heated by geothermal wells, 
the annual heating bill is about $8,000

Ferguson heats his home with a hot- 
water well and says it costs him about 
3 cents a day. 
Ferguson’s geothermal system 
takes no hot water out of the ground. A 
city ordinance bans it to prevent 
depletion of supplies. Instead, in what 
is called a down-hole exchanger, cold 
water is piped into the well, heated to 
near boiling within the pipe by the hot 
ground water, then piped back up and 
into the house. 
The exchange water, which never 
leaves a closed pipe system, goes 
through a heat transfer device similar 
to a car radiator, through which air is 
forced by a fan. The heated air is 
channeled through the house by ducts. 
When the circuit is complete, the 
spent exchange water is piped back 
down the well to be reheated and the 
cycle repeats itself. 
The water also heats the home’s tap 
water 
in

pipe-within-a-pipe 
arrangement that eliminates the need 
for a conventional water heater. 
Bowen 
says 
a

geophysical theory points to two 
sources of hot water, both virtually 
inexhaustible: natural decay of 
radioactive material in the earth’s 
crust, and friction from migrating 
crustal plates. 
The crust is not the static, lifeless 
shell it was once thought to be, but a 
dynamic system of endlessly shifting 
plates, he says. 
The friction 
created 
by 
this 
movement 
produces 
incredible 
amounts of heat, capable of melting 
the surrounding bedrock to bubbling 
liquid that expands and seeps upward 
through faults and fissures. 
This heat, combined with that from 
radioactive decay, is conducted up­ 
ward through layers of rock. It heats 
reservoirs of ground water in its path 
to many times the surface boiling 
poult. But the water, under tons of 
geologic pressure, doesn’t boil. It 
remains liquid. 
A well tapped into such a pressurized 
chamber of superheated water brings 
the liquid rocketing to the surface like 
an oil gusher. On contact with at­ 
mospheric pressure, it flashes or turns 
instantly to steam. 


Occasionally, the subterranean 
water gets so hot it boils thousands of 
feet down and surfaces as dry steam, 
packing more pressure and generating 
more power than wet steam produced 
by flashing. The dry steam converts 
more readily to electricity. 
In either form, natural highpressure 
steam is a valuable resource because 
it can produce electricity with vir­ 
tually no intermediate processing. 
This is what the geothermal energy 
boom is all about. 
Commercial generation of elec­ 
tricity with natural steam is not an 
innovation. A geothermal plant in 
I.ardarello, Italy, was doing it over 50 
years ago. But it was not taken 
seriously. 
Today, 
geothermal 
generating 
plants are operating in California, New 
Zealand, Russia, Japan, Mexico and 
Iceland. Technological advances 
spurred by the recent energy crisis 
suggest, however, few if any of these 
plants is operating near potential and 
all of them combined are tapping only 
a minute fraction of the geothermal 
energy available.

Views On Television 


NEW YORK (A P )- Some­ 
time this fall, the Federal 
Communications 
Commis­ 
sion will consider acting on a 
4 V year-o ld petition by a 
parents’ group to abolish all 
commercials on children’s 
TV shows. 
It ’s doubtful the com­ 
mission will take that strong 
a step, says I^arry Secrest, a

Secrest says he has no idea 
what the FCC will do about 
ACT’s petition, but the threat 
that it w ill do anything 
already has prompted the

N a t i o n a l 
Association of Broadcasters 
to take action of its own. 
The NAB, representing the 
three TV networks and 412 
stations that subscribe to its 
“ television code” of stan­ 
dards, last July I revised the 
section of the code dealing 
with “ nonprogram” material 
on kid shows.

material per hour on daytime 
kid shows on weekdays, says 
it is cutting that to 14 minutes 
in 1975 and to 12 minutes in 
1976. The NAB says stations 
which are code subscribers 
consider their adherence to 
its standards a solid plus 
when applying to the FCC for 
license renewal. 
Those who consistently vio­ 
late the code can be drummed 
out of the ranks, but this 
rarely happens because such 
violators are rare, the NAB 
says. 
There are 295 commercial 
TV stations in United States 
which do not subscribe to the 
code and are not bound to 
follow its standards. 
Mrs. Charren of ACT, while 
calling the N AB’s July action 
“ a big step forward” 
in 
reducing the amount 
of 
commercials children see on 
their TV shows, still isn’t 
mollified. 
“ We’re glad it happened, 
but it’s still tough to break out 
the champagne for a rule that 
brings what is allowed for 
children’s shows down

No specific date has been 
set for FCC commissioners to 
deliberate on ACT’s petition, 
which has been the subject of

Meanwhile, the networks 
contend that without ad­ 
vertising there is no way they 
can continue to air quality 
children’s shows, which can 
cost between $40,000 and

monoxide. High levels of the noxious 
gas are especially harmful to the 
elderly, infants and heart patients. 
Federal standards set blood con­ 
centrations of 1.5 per cent or more of 
carbon monoxide as the harmful level. 
The study was done by Dr. Richard 
D. Stewart and his associates in the 
departm ent 
of 
environm ental 
medicine at the Milwaukee college. 
They found that 45 per cent of those 
tested had concentrations of carbon 
monoxide exceeding the federal 
standard. 
They also found that 
“tobacco 
smoking was the single most im­ 
portant factor” responsible for the 
highest concentrations of carbon 
monoxide. Smokers had three or more 
times the amount in their blood as 
nonsmokers. 
High levels of the gas reduce the 
amount of oxygen the blood can carry 
through the body. 
It can cause drowsiness, blurred 
vision and reduced mental alertness. 
Extremely high levels in confined 
places can be fatal. 
Geographical location, occupation 
and meteorological conditions also 
were found to influence carbon 
monoxide concentrations in the blood. 
Three-fourths of those studied in 
Denver, Los Angeles and Chicago had 
greater 
than 
1.5 
per 
cent 
con­ 
centrations. 
In 
New 
York 
and 
Washington, D.C., 35 per cent were 
measured at that level. 
The researchers found that city 
dwellers consistently had higher blood 
carbon monoxide concentrations than 
persons living in suburban and rural 
areas. 
Among occupational groups, taxicab 
drivers generally had higher levels of 
carbon monoxide than others.
